He had occasional 
es ties during his great career to show practically his friendly feelings 
TE the Jews and of these opportunities he availed himself both at Rome 
er as The world knows little of the good services such men as Lord Odo 
et 0 render to humanity. Jews must always remember with the pro- 
nat t gratitude the exertions of the members of the Russell family in favour 
ss cause of civil and religious liberty, and have special reason tu regret 
. ee cere death at the present momentous juncture of a man of the broad 
vthticisin and rare sympathetic nature of Lord Ampthill. 


A serious revival of anti-d ewish outrages in Russia is threatened. Isolated 
attacks on the Jews have been ominously frequent of late, and it is feared that 
these are but the mutterings of the coming storm. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that such forebodings may prove to be groundless. But the Russian Govern- 
ment should take note of what Is going on, and be prepared for the’ worst. 
Precautionary measures nay not merely Minnie anti-Jewish but in 
gone cases prevent them altogether. It was conclusively established that the 
terrible atrocities perpetrated on the Russiin Jews some two years since would 
not have attaincd such dimensions had the used due efforts. to 
resture order. Instead of the outbreaks being nipped la tue bud they were 
glowed to exhaust their fury before the representatives of the liw interfcred.

received the Government stamp, and therefore enioys official approbation, con- 
tuins poems representing the Jews in the most unfavourable light. In one com 
position a Jew is introduced as an apologist for usury, and also as expressing 
sentiments hostile to Christianity. It is not yet too late for the Government to 
recall its stamp, and thus bring about the withdrawal of the book. 


Mr. Lewis Emanuel called attention last week to the necessity of a large 
Increase in the number of Inspectors of Nuisances for Whitechapel. Mere 


Inspection is, of course, not all that is required. But it is computed that 


there are 5,000 insanitary houses in the neighbourhood, and only two 
Inspectors. Even if we were not threatened with an outbreak of cholera, 
euch a state of things would urgently require attention. But with a 
terrible epidemic almost at our doors it behoves the Whitechapel Vestry to take 
the necessary steps for coping without delay with the insanitary condition of the 
district. The Vestry has the requisite powers. If it does not use them because 
of the expense that would be entailed upon the ratepayers, it would be well for 
both the Vestry and the ratepayers to remember that, as Mr. Emanuel points out 
nothing is so costly as the neglect of sanitation. It is strange that the recent 
appointment of a Sanitary Inspector by the Jewish Board of Guardians has not 
stirred up a spirit of emulation in the local authorities. As a matter of fact, the 
appointinent relieves those authorities of a part of their own duty: 
Bat while the community is prepsred to sacrifices for the 
special benefit of its own poor, it expects the Vestrics and the Guardians 
to do their duty by those who are committed to their charge. The 
Jewish ratepayers of Whitechapel have all the more reason for insisting 


upon proper attention being given to the sanitary condition of the district, seeing 


that the Jews are voluatarily labouring to improve that condition within certain 
limits, 


Bishop Titcomb tells a strange story in the Tones about the formation of a 
pew cect in the South of Russia. The sect consists of more than 200 Jewish 
fanilics who, at the instigation of one Joseph Rabinowitz, alawycrof Kischinew, 
have abjured Judaism, and avowed their belief in Jesus asthe Messiah. This 
“ Notional Jewish New Testament Congregation,” Lo give it its full title, pos- 
sesses formally drawn up articles of faith, of which there must be at least ten, 
since Bishop Titcomb translates the tenth. It would appear that the congrega- 
tion believes that the Jews were filled. by a divine decree, with hardness of 
heart which preve ntcd them from recegnisipg the Inspiration of Jesus, and that the 
Alamelty who caused therr blindness, punished them for it by making it con- 


‘tinue to the present day. But now the time of awakening has come. The 


“branches which have been torn out” are to be replanted “into ourown Holy 


Root—Jesus.” Jerusalem is to be rebuilt, and the throne of David re-established 
for ever. It would seem that the new sect does not believe in the Divinity of 
Jesus. The utmost it claims for him is that he is the Messiah. . The “ centre of 
cravity ” of the new creed, according to Bishop Titcomb, “Hes hidden in the cry 
Jesus our brother. 


The thoughts of “The National Jewish New Testament Congregation ” are 
fixed upon the return to Palestine ; but this event can only take place if the 
obduracy of the Jewish heart 1s broken down, and the recognition of Jesus becomes 
ecneral in Israel. Rabinowitz, the founder of the congregation, is said to have been 
suddenly converted to the truth during a recent sojourn in the Holy Land, 
whither he had gone to study the best cans of settling his persccuted Russian 
corcligicnists in the country. Bishop Titcomb describes Rabinowitz as “a man 
who is respected far and near by his compatriots.” We do net doubt it ; but bis 
fame has never penetrated into England. Bishop Titcomb does not narrate 
facts that have come under his immediate observation, ~The story has reached 
himin a somewhat roundabout way. The particulars were communicated to him 
by a certain’ Rev. Mr. Hefker of Frankfort,” who obtained them from “ certain 
writings af the Institution Judaicum in Leipzig’ (No 4) 3° (what) is the “ In- 


ments ‘of what is called ‘the National Jewish Christ-believing movement in 
South Russia,’ edited in the original Hebrew language with Geimin translation by 
Professor Franz Delitzch.”. All this is. not very clear... The testimony comes 
from everywhere but where it should. There is a mysterious institute in Leipzig 
which possesses certain writings ; their contents are known to a Mr. Hefke in 
Frankfort, and they are communicated by Bishop Titcomb to the Zimes from 
Ilomburg! Not a word from South Russia. We are far from saying that the 
Bishop’s information is meorrect.- Individuals ike Rabinowitz are not unknown 
to Jewish history, and they have managed to get an ephemeral following. It 
may be, too, that Rabinowitz, as Bishop Titcomb states, has not been influenced by 
missionaries in changing his belief. But we have reason to doubt this statement. 
Until direct and unimpeachable information reaches us from the headquarters of 
the “ National Jewish Christ-believing movement,” we must be allowed to sus- 
pend our judgment in regard to this strange story.

22, “ Gold-like it [the sun | 
cometh from the north,” and have referred to the facts that zahab literally means 
“ shining,” and that cheres, a rare Hebrew word for “sun,” is identical with 
charus, which in several cognate dialects is the common word for “ gold.” With 
regard to overlaying the Holy Vessels with the precious metal Philo has a curious 
fancy which we quote, though it has only an indirect connection with the sub- 
ject of Prof. Paley’s article. A chief charact ristic of gold, remarks Philo, is its 
ductility ; it is easily beaten out into the thinnest plates while still remaining 
unbroken. “Therefore,” says the Alexandrian philosopher, “it is naturally taken 
as an emblem of that greater nature, which, being extended and diffused every- 
where so as to penetrate in every direction, is wholly full of everything, and also 
connects all other things with the most admirable arrangement.” This is a fair 
specimen of Philo’s mystic turn of thought. 


From the Quarterly Slatement of the Palestine Exploration Fund 
we learn that the “Survey of Western Palestine,” the preparation of which has 
occupied four years, is at length completed. This important work, which represents 
the greater part of the labours carried on since the establishment of the Fund, con- 
sists of the Maps of Western Palestine from the Surveys of Captains Conder 
and Kitchener in 1871—8, three volumes of Memoirs of the Survey with many 
hundreds of illustrative drawings, a volume of the modern names collected 


during the Survey, a valuable work by Canon Tristram on the Flora and Fauna 
of Palestine, a volume on Jerusalem by Sir Charles Warren and Captain Conder, 
treating principally of explorations in Jerusalem, and a portfolio of drawings by 
Sir Charles Warren, ‘ giving for the first time a complete representation of all 
his discoveries.’ The Committee of the Fund are to be congratulated on the 


final completion of a work which affords such abundant evidence of the energy 
and the success with which it is achieving the objects for which it was created. 
No better proof could be given of the important additions that have been made 
by the Fund to our knowledge of Ancient and Modern Palestine, the whole of 
the Western portion of which, “ from Dan to Beersheba,” has been surveyed, 


Another important task which has been successfully carried out is the recent 


geological exploration of parts of Palestine and Arabia Petrwa. The direction of 


the expedition was entrusted to Professor Edward Ilull, F.R.S., Director of the 
Geological Survey of Ireland, who was accompanied by Major Kitchener and 
others. An analysis of Professor Hull's discoveries is published in the Quarterly 
Statement ; but a general idea of their character may be gained from the passages 
referring to them in the Report of the Executive Committe: of the Fund. ‘“ He 
has traced the ancient margin of the Gulfs of Suez and Akabah to the height of 
200) feet above their present level, so that the whole country has been submerged 


to that extent, and has been gradually rising. As regards the Dead Sea, he has. 


discovered that it formerly stood at an elevation of 1,400 feet above its present 
level ; that is to say, 150 feet above the level of the Mediterranean. He has 
also found evidences of a chain of ancient Takes in the Sinaitie district, and of 
another chainin the centre of the Wady Arabah, not far from the watershed.” Major 
Kitchener was enabled to make a survey of the whole of the Wady Arabah from 
Akabah to the Dead Sea, and found traces and remains of cities, buildings, ter- 


races and irrigation works. ‘ He visited Petra, and heard many rumours and 
reports of ruins said to Tie on the east of the hills in the country of Edom.” 


The Sultan still refuses to grant a Firman for the continuation of the Survey of 
Eastern Palestine. An organised attempt on a large scale to prosecute the work 
is, therefore, out of the question for the present. But recourse will be had to 
special expeditions like that of Professor Hull, and to the explorations of private 
parties and fainilies.

THE JEWS OF CYPRUS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Srr,—In your issue of July 4th, a paragraph was published respecting the Jews 


in Cyprus under the charge of this Society. Kindly permit me to put your readers 
in possession of the following facts. | 


In the middle of April, a number of these Jews (not all) declined to settle on 
the Estate provided for them by H.M, Government, stated by the authorities to bea 


valvable tract in a safe districs. 


The Committee thought them ill-advised, but nevertheless, although large sums 
had already been spent on the estate (in clearing, planting, building, &c.), set to 
work to consider how best to provide for these people in some other way. Meanwhile 
they directed their agent to supply the money allowance (6d,a day for cach member 
of a family), lodging, medical aid, clothes, and all necessaries, as before, on the sole 
condition that the men should do temporary work on the estate. This was in COMe 
pliance with a special and not unreasonable request of H.M. Government that all 
subsistence grants should be made conditional on work done, 

This the people refused to do, and immediately applied elsewhere for relief and 
for removal, representing themselves as destitute and without resources. Yet some 
bad means, for though the majority were removed at the expense of the Mansion 
House Committee, some lett at the/ronn erpense, Moreover, up to the moment of 


_their embarkation, June 2nd, a// were living in houses hired and paid for hy this 


Committee, from whose agent they also obtained food and money for their wives and 
children. 

That only a few of these people were at all trained for agricultural work was 
only to be expected.. It was not possible for the Committee to “select” out of the 
mass of starving applicants only those who were properly trained. They all promi: 
sed to do their best, and to learn, . | 

That some were discouraged at the nature of the land given by Government was 
also to be expected from people who, accustomed only to Russian plains and corn 
land, could not understand the real value of mountain air and mountain land fit for 
vineyards and oliveyards, which in a very few years was capable of giving them a 


healthy home and an assured income, | 


That ignorance and fanaticism should have caused some to fear ulterior motiv & 


on the part of Christians, even when “offering gifts,” is also perhaps intelligible. 


The Committee can make much allowance for all this, and yet they had hoped 
that, in spite of all, they would have been treated as friends deserved, who, for 
nearly two years, had helped in time of sorest need, and were even then actively 
engaged on their behalf, | 


We have known that, we must reckon with difficulties. It is hard to remove 


_ the prejudices against Jews which exist in the minds of people (and they are the 


majority) who judge only by what they hear. Moreover, there are but few places 
of refuge now open to Jewish fugitives from tyranny and persecution. 
The Committee observe with sorrow that the distresses of the Jews in many lands 
increase from day to day. They purpose, with God’s help, to continue their work, in 
fulfilment of plain duty, and to give sympathy and relief to the utmost of their 
power. But they seriously feel the possibility that the action taken by these men 
may deepen the prejudices already existing against the Jewish nation, and greatly 
hamper efforts to relieve the distresses of the Jews by affording them honourable 
employment, : 

This letter has become a long one... But you, Mr. Editor, will net, I think, be 
unwilling to give space for it, in the hope that the truth may promote 4 good 


understanding between the Jewish nation and those British Christians who love and 


honour them, who would fain alleviate, if they may not shorten, their afflictions.

The word * Shalom ” in Hebrew characters is sculptured on nearly 
every stone, and many have the seven-branched candlestick, palm tree, and Shophar, 
The names and ages are in Latin or Greek. Several stonesand fragments have been 
removed to the Kircher Museum, I also noticed afew in the “ Hall of Inscrip- 
tions,” in the National Museum at Naples, 


The demolition of the Ghetto which you announce will, I am sure, be a source

MILE END NEW TOWN SYNAGOGUE: 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir,—Permit me, through your columns, tostate a few factsia answer toa 
letter that appeared in your last week's issue on the above subject. | 

The hamlet of Mile End New Town consists of about 36 acres of inhabited 
houses, and the population at the last censu3 was 15,000 souls. Of this number 
no less than 3.000 are Jews, The whole area abutting on the west side of the 
hamlet is also peopled by Hebrews (one block of buildings alone in Booth Street, 
within 50 yards of Mile Ead New Town, contains between 700 and 800 persons). 
There are also large numbers of Jewish people living in the district immediately 
abutting cn the south side, whole streets of considerable length being so inhabited. 

With these facts before me, and the knowledge of the scarcity of accommoda- 


tion for religious worship inthe neighbourhood, I clearly see the necessity for the | 


establishment of a new synagogue, As for its being cetrimental to the other East 


End synagogues, 1 doubt such a result. At present there are in the district several 
small congregatious who meet for religious purpozes in rooms hired for the pur- 
pose ;.as aresult of the establishment of a new synagogue, these small congrega- 
tions will uo doubt gladly avail themselves of the opportunity of using it as their regu- 
lar place of worship. I think, Sir, that the project we have in view will be a great 
boon to the Jewa in the district, many of whom at present prefer to abstain entirely 
from going to synagogue rather than go to one situated at some distance or toa 
room badly ventilated, and ia which prayers are siid in an indifferent manner.

JEWISH REFUGEES IN CANADA.—The Zorento Mail of the 14th referring to the 
visit of Mr. Samuel Montagu, Mr. B, L. Cohen and Dr. Asher to Canada, says :— 
‘ What has most tendéd to attract the attention of the Hebrews in England to this 
country for settlement has been the wonderful progress and prosperity which the 
poor down trodden exiles who were shipped out here about two years ago by Jewish 
societies in London bave succeeded in accomplishing for themselves in this new 
country. From exchange brokers here I learn that the amount these fortunate 
emigrés remit monthly in hard cash to their relatives st home is positively astound- 
ing. When these exiles were pouring into Canada as well asinto the United States 
the grit papers raised an outcry, as they alleged the country would have to support 
them. The predictions of these oracles have been wide of the mark, as the immi- 
grants have all been self-dependent, industrious, and law abiding citizens. In fact, 
no one has ever seen any of them brought up at the criminal courts for infringing 
the statutes of the Dominion. It is marvellous also how quickly these people acquire 
the English language, by which they can transact business creditably. A great 
many belonging to trades have settled here and are making money rapidly,

[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
COLONY OF RISHON-LE-Z10N.” 


We paid a visit to this colony on Tuesday, the 19th February, 1884. A ride 
of about three miles from our hotel brought us within the grounds of the 
colony. No notice was given of our visit ; and for a short time after reaching 
the street or road along each side of which the houses stand, no one appeared to 
receive us, for we had got to this point unobservcd, the men being engaged in 
the ficlds on the opposite side to that by which we entered. Proceeding in the 
direction of the new wells, we came in contact with one person, who quickly 
gave notice to others of our wish to hold an interview with them respecting the 
position and prospects of the colony. To our great delight, one of the colonists was 
able to speak English sufficiently well to permit of the conversation being carried 
on almost entirely in our own language. 

We were conducted into te house of one of the principal colonists, Herr 
Heissmann. The house was, of course, newly built ; the plaster was fast 
hardening upon the walls, and the woodwork remained without paint. A careful 
inspection showed us they house was well built, commodious, comfortable, and 
kept with remarkable cleanliness. Our hostess and her two daughters were 
dressed in exquisitely clean calico dresses and aprons ; the furniture and decora- 


tions of the house were plain, but harmoniously arranged ; and the whole appear- 


ance of the interior and inmates was very pleasing, the more so as we had 
entered entirely unexpectedly, and no preparation had taken place on our account. 
Though we did not inspect.all the houses, yet we had sufficient evidence offered 
to us to prove that the house of our hostess was a sample of the houses in the 
colony. 

We sat down in the centre of the room, around a wooden uncovered table, 
and were soon supplied with a drink of delicious tea, that would have pleased 
the epicurean tea drinker. 

Our conversation now turned upon the general a@airs of the colony. Estab- 
lished in the latter half of 1882, on a fertile piece of ground comprising about 
1,000 acres, the colonists had already succeeded in bringing the larger part under 
a fair state of cultivation : barley, wheat, vines, &e., with kitchen produce 
forming the main part of the growth. 

Twenty-three dwelling houses, with stabhiag and other outbuildings, were 
erected by the colonists themselves ; and an ample supply of good water was 
obtained from two wells constructed by the colonists, ina substantial manner. 

The position of the colony is a good one. It stands on the right. flink of 
the main road, leading from Jaffi to Jernsilem, at an equal distance of . two 
hours from Jaffa on the one side, and Ramleh on the other. A fairly rood waggon 


way connects the colony with this main road, thus affording easv communication - 


between the colony and the sea. The well-known establishment of the Mikveh 
Israel is but a short distance away on the Jaffi side, and the colony of Petach 
Tikva lies a few miles to the north-east. oe ae 

M. Hirsch, of the Mikveh Tsracl, has charge of the colony for Baron de 
Rothschild, of Paris, The Baron has undertiken the eondact of the colony. 


His noble example is worthy of all praise. The ereat drawback to the immedi- 


ate success of the colony arose from the fact that nearly all the colonists, by 
exhaustion of their private means, became dependent upon the products of the 


soil for means of subsistence. It will be readily comprehended how insufficient 


must be the growth of a portion of this estate, in the second year’s cultivation, 
for the maintenance of 135 people. Hence it became evident that without 
external assistance many of the people would perish, and the whole colony cone 
to grief, | | 

The correct position of affairs was grasped, at this time, by the practi- 
cal mind of Baron Edmond de Rothschild. The legal interest in the estate 
having been transferred to him, he engaged to supply the people with regular 


wages, by which they are now able to maintain themselves on a scanty fare, but | 
which must be much superior to any provision they can otherwise ‘obtain in their 


present crippled circumstances. In this way the noble Baron is not only materi- 
ally helping his poor kindred, he is at the same time maintaining intact a colony 
that, notwithstanding its present great difficulties, contains the germ of future 
success, T'his success can be obtained in two ways: Ist, by causing a disper- 
sion of the colonists. When.the colony was first formed, many were engaged in 


building, but these operations being now complete, they are without employment 
except what little, if any, can be obtained in the fields. The present estate, we 


were informed, does not provide full work for more than one-half the number of 
working meinbers ; and as the ground becomes broken up and rendered subject to 


_ cultivation a decreasing number of employés will be required. We are, there-— 


fore, brought to the second method, namely, that of providing employment for 
this surplus labour. The establishment of an adjacent colony might utilise the 


services of these experienced builders, in the erection of dwellings and other 


ips 3 present estate 
would be better. In the opinion of the colonists the latter plan is preferable. 


There are two good reasons for this preference. In the first place, the colony 
being fairly provided with dwellings, there would be no necessity to a 
Government leave for the erection of buildings, as would be the case da: the 
establishment of a new colony. Secondly, the land adjoining the colony, and 
sufficient to provide the requisite amount of employment, cea. be obtsined at a 
reasonable price. ae 

The colonists suggest that this land be used entirel 
and goats. We were assured, both by the colonists and natives of the district, that 
a good, profitable business could be carried on in this way, not only with the st 
rounding neighbourhood, but also with Egypt, whose ma gent 


rkets are within e 
reach of the colony. An outlay of perhaps less than one thousand pounds wil 


y for the rearing of sheep | 


The colonists can do nothing for themselves where outlay 
reqnired. They must depend for capital entirely on outside help, upon which ¢} 
are at present even dependent for necessities. Baron Rothschild, whose prastban 
aid has been of so great a benefit to these poor colonists, would, in his desirs 
for the permanent improvement of its finances, probably be glad to join in an 
further measures which will add to the success of the colony, and place its tebe 
bers within reach of resources that will raise them above poverty and depesd: 
ence on extraneous assistance. | 

» At the close of our conversation, during which the above facts were fully 
discussed, we stepped outside ; and from a balcony on the second floor of “i 
house we obtained a good survey of the estat>. Indications of very industrious 
lavour were exhibited all around us, The colonists evidently do their work eff. 
ciently, are intelligeut, pers:vering, and well under command. Our impressiong 
of the land and the colonists are distinctly favourable, and if financial provision 
be made for the proper timely development of the estate, we are of opinion that 
success will ultimately be attained by this well-deserving colony. 

We also refer with pleasure to a letter just received from one of our resident 
friends in Jaffa, informing us of an unexpected visit he paid to the colony a few 
days ago, when he arrived upon the estate before five o'clock in the morn} 
found the colonists already industriously at work in the fields. 7 

Could not the Jews of England approach the noble Baron Rothschild, and 
join hands with him in providing reqnisite financial means to secure the fall 
employment for this colony, and bring success within its fold ? 

We took Icave of our host and hostess,and bad 2 the colonists farewell, in the 
hope that Providence would guide their labours, and send prosperity within their 
borders. Mounting our conveyance, we drove rapidly back to Jaffa to keep our 
cvening’s engagements. The afternoon was delightfully fine : the pleasantly 
warm rays of the sun, accompanied by an almost cloudless sky, greatly enhancing 
the pleasure of the return journey.

SCENES AT SMYRNA IN 1865. 
The following interesting memoranduin on affairs at Sinyrna in 1805 is from 


the pen of Dr. Hyde Clarke, who was then British Consular’ Representative in 


that city. It was written in reply to a friend's letter, calling his attention to a 
vote of thanks passed to him by the Board of Deputies many years ago : 

In 1865 the Jaws at Smyrna were attacked by cholera, and the Chief Rabbi fled 
in fear, 1 telegraphed Sir Moses Montefiore and by telegram he told me to spend 
#100, JT wrote Sir Francis Goldsmid, but he telegraphed me like Sir Moses, Other 
friends sent me contributions in regard for what I had done in the cause of emanci- 
pation, When the post brought the letters of Sir Moses and Sir Francis, they were 
conceived in the same spirit and almost in the same words, ‘ We have sent you money 
as you have asked, for the Jews, but our practice in life has been to give alms 
without consideration of race or cre d, If, therefore, you find there are others in 
greater distress than the Jews, we beg you to help them rather than the Jews,” 

Among the many remarkable compliments paid to m3 during my residence in 
Turkey this mark of trust has ever been regarded by me as the most agreeable, I 
obtained efficient aid for the Jews,and hada reserve’ left, With the permission of 
the donors this wasapplied in the restoration of the Jews’ College. Many of the 
pupils now hold high employment in the Ottoman Porte. By the Jews of Smyrna 
and other cities I was treated with public honour and demonstrations of regard. 

The vote of thanks of the Board of Deputies probably referred to my having 
rescued the Jews of Smyrna from a blood accusation persecution in 1863, In 
Smyrna, like Manchester, there is a cessation of business for the dinner time, On 
entering the Frank Street with a friend, I. found mobs of Greeks and Levantines and 
respectable Jews fleeing before them, some with blood flowing from them, On en: 
quiry I learned the old tale of an attempt to kill a Greek boy for his blood, Inan 
instant I took my measures, and moved to a narrow place in the main thoroughfare 
where a camel can just pass. The Jews I sent on, knowing [ should get :einforcements, 
I held the post with two friends, sending on messengers to the Deputy Governor and 
the guard-house. I was rapidly able to advance witha double line of English and 
Germans, leaving a reserve to secure our retreat, aud I formed across the street 
leading to the Greek quarter and across the Frank Street. Remonstrating with the 
cowardly Levantine Roman Catholics who were aiding and abetting the Greeks, 
they. retired partly from shame and partly from fear of the consequences.

ROUMANIAN EMIGRANTS IN GERMANY | MOROCCO. 


With reference to the persecution of the Jews of Demnat by their Governor, 
details of which we gave in our last issue, we learn that in the early part of the 
present month a meeting of consular agents was he'd at Casablanca, at the resi- 
dence of the French Vice-Consul, with the view of deliberating as to the best 
means for remedying the oppressed condition of the sufferers. We further hear 
that the Governor of Casablanca, who was at first disposed to screen his colleague 
of Demnat by refusing to allow two Jewish delegates to embark for Tangier, in 
order to represent the state of affairs at head-quarters, has since withdrawn his 
prohibition, and has consented to send two emissaries direct to the Sultan, armed 
with a statement of the complaints of the Jews, and with reports on the same 
subject from the Governor of Demnat (who, as we stated last week, coerced the 
principal Jews to declare that the charges brought against him were false), and 
also with instructions to acquaint his Majesty with the collective steps taken by 
the consular representatives at Casablanca. The facts have likewise been com- 
municated to the Chief Rabbi of Tangier and to public bodies in Europe. It is 
probable that the Sultan may give directions that redress should be afforded to the 
Demnat Jews, but it is far from certain, as previous experience with similarly 
hasan officials has shown, that his commands will be obeyed by the offending 
overnor. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 

The trial at Egerseg of the prisoners who were charged with taking part 
last year in the anti-Jewish riots at Zala-Egerseg lasted 19 days. There were 
118 prisoners, of whom 435 were convicted, two of them to five years’ and one to 
four years’ imprisonment, the remainder being sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment ranging from twelve to three months. The actual ringleaders and instiga- 
tors of the riots managed to escape from the arms of justice ; the pun!shment 
fell entirely, therefore, on their dupes. 

At the Jewish cemetery in Schimeg. several of the tombstones have been 
destroyed, and in some cases even the remains of the dead themselves were dis- 
turbed. The perpetrators of these wanton acts have not been discovered. 

The Pandour Reezki, who, with Judge Bary, played so shameful a rd/e in the 
Tisza-Eszlar affair, has once more shown his unfitness for the official post he 
holds and his inveterate hatred of the Jews. A robbery having been committed 


-of which he was the victiin, Reezki accused an honest and respected Jew of 


Tokay, whom he caused to be brought to his house. Instead of having the affair 
dealt with in the ordinary way, Reezki nade the Jew his prisoner. After a 
detention of some days, during the course of which lie was severely maltreated, 
the accused was Hbcerated literally driven out of the place. 

During the recent visit of the Eimperor Francis Joseph to Oecdenburg, a 
number of Jews applied to the Rabbi of Deutsch-Krentz, who enjoys high con- 
sideration in orthodox circles, for information as to whether, in spice of the 
reception day falling on the Sabbath, they might ride to the Emperor’s residence.

An 
analogous reply was made by Moses Mendelssohn when he was invited to visit 
Frederick the Grevt at Sans-Souci on a Sabbath, and the same authority was 
given by the Rabbi of Venice to Hl: Montalto, physician in Paris to Queen Marie 
de Medicis. 


MiNISTERI[AL INTOLERANCE IN PRUSSSIA. 


A painful sensation has been aroused among the Jewish body in Prassia by 
the publication of an order of Herr von Gossler, Minister of Pubtic Worship and 
Education, directing that “at the higher schools in the course of Instruction or 
at the ( Xuaminations of pupils about Lo leave scholastie Institutions, the demand 
of Jews to be excinpt-from writing on Saturdays shall not be taken into con- 
sideration.’ | 

Doubts were at first thrown on the auchenticity of this order, especially as 
it was first published in anti-Semitic journals, with whom it was beleved that 
the wish was father to the thought. All doubts were, however, removed when 
the order was publicly read in the Gymnasia in Berlin. The circular speaks of 
a “demand” on the part of the Jews, but it is rightly pointed out that no Jew 
has ever made such a demand, for he is well aware that he has no law on_ his 
side. Attempts have been made in vain in Jewish circles-to arrive at the motive 
for this measure, which deeply atftects the religious life ofa large portion of the 
Jews in Prussia, and which is the more inexplicable since as recently as the 5th 
of April last, the Minister of Pubhe Worship and Instruction actually ordered 
that ‘those Jewish children who attend school on Saturdays and Jewish festivals 
whilst instruction is being in writing, shall not be desired to stay, if it be against 
the wish of their parents or guardians.’ The result of the new decree will be 
that observant Jewish parents will either withdraw their children from the 
higher schools, or allow them to deseerate the Sabbati against their religious 
convictions. It is natural, therefore, that the anti-Jewish press has hailed the 
ministerial circular with the utmost satisfaction, for our enemies are anxious to 
see a diminution in the number of the Jewish pupils frequenting the higher 
schools, and they perceive in the prohibition.a means for the accomplishment of 
their desire. | 


Tue FATAL FrRe 1N PiMLico,—Oa Friday last, Mr, A. Braxton-Hicks, Deputy- 
Coroner for Westminster, resumed and conc:uded the inquiry at the Board Room, 
Mount Street, Grosvenor Square, into the deaths of Mrs. Juliet Marks, Mr. Israel 
Abrahams, Mr. Mark Abrabams, and Mis3 Lydia Abrahams, There was againa 
large attendance of the public. As at the previous sitting, Mr. George Vandamm, 
Solicitor, re presented the relatives of the deceased. The servant, Emily Phipps, was 
recalled, ard completed her evidence respecting the outbreak of the fire and the 
subsequentincidents. Witnesses were calied, who testified to their inability to get 
at the fireescape. Superintendent Palmer, of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade, who 
attended at the scene of the disaster, also gave evidence, and in reply to a remark 
he made that it was not usual to send an escape to a fire in the daytime, the coroner 
said it might be better to alter the rule, a'though much greater expense would be 
entailed thereby. After a careful summing up by the Coroner, the Jury retired 
and after having deliberated foe half an hour, they found the following verdict : 
«* That the deceased pereons met with their death by being accidentally burnt and 
suffocated in a fire at 33, Wiiton Read, Pimlico, caused by a gas stove on the shop 
counter.” To this verdict the following rider was added : “ We are of opinion that 
it is desirable that the fire-escapes should accompany engines to fires by day as well 
as night, and that it need not entail much expense.” ig

JEWS AND TEMPERANCE, 


THE remarkable article on Alcohotic Drinks which recently appeared 
‘n the Times has given rise, a3 Was to be expected, to some discussion. The 

gestion is one in which Jews have a peculiar interest, and upon which a 
word from them may be opportune at the present moment. Jews are a 
sober race both in principle and practice, They are taught by their reli- 

‘on to observe moderation in all things ; and their sober habits are among the 
results of their respect for the injunction. Intemperance is not, and never 
has been, a Jewish vice. On the other hand teetotalism has never been a 
‘Jewish virtue, if virtue it be. Judaism has no sympathy with a self-denial 
which is superfluous. Asceticism for. its own sake it has resolutely dis- 
eouraged.. “ Be not righteous overmuch,” it says, “why shouldst thou 
destroy thyself ?” It is possible that if a large number of Jews had ever 
shown drunken. propensities, total abstinence might have been recommended 
asaremedy. But in the absence of such propensities, Judaism has seen no 
more reason to forbid the moderate enjoyment of wine and beer than to pro- 
hibit indulgence in any other harmless pleasure, Its attitude is exactly expressed 
by the reply of the late Sir ExasmesWirson to a patient who asked whether 
he should altogether abjyre aleohol : + Why should you make a martyr of 
yourself?” Jewish martyrs have ded for a more intelligible principle. 
Thus it is that at the present day the stream of Jewish life is not even rippled 
by the gusts of the teetotal movement. Jews do not enrol themselves in 
the Blue-ribbonarmy ; they are not to be identified withany of the pale-faced 
persons of stunted erowth who are declared by the writer in the Tvines to be 
the product of total abstinence. When this fact is considered in connection 
with the proverbial freedom of the Jews from drankenness, it will be conceded 
that they are worthy of being studied by all who are interested in the drink 
question, 


The first and last word of Judaism on this subject is ‘* Moderation.” |

are to be avoided; The Bible and the Talmud contain the clearest warnings

Such abstinence is enjoined on the priests when they are about to 
minister in the Sanctuary, forbidden also to the 
Nazarite, But these are exceptional instances which only bring into clearer 
relief the absence from the Law of any general recommendation of total 
abstinence, It has even been maintained by the Rabbins that the Nazarite’s 
VOW of asceticism constituted an offence in itself, and hence the otherwise 
inexplicable sin-offering which marked the expiration of the term of the vow. 


Strong drink was 


The abstinence of the Rechabites was a purely family observance, whose | 


very singularity is the cause of its being mentioned in the Bible. The absti- 
hence itself is neither praised nor blamed. What is commended is the 
hdelity of the Rechabites to their father’s injunction, Nor does it appear 
that their abstinence sprang out of a sense of the sinfulness of drinking 
wine, It was part of a traditional observance which included avoidance of 
agriculture and dwelling in tents. In the post-Mosaic age the ascetic idea 
Made some progress. A man might become a Nazarite, not for a period 
merely , but for life. But here, again, the abstinence from wine, which con- 
stituted an element in the Nazariteship, was probably meant only to indicate 
the fanctity of the condition, It was no more intended to impress upon the 
People at large the sin of moderate indulgence, than the unshorn locks of 

e Nazarite implied that everyone who cut his hair was a transgressor. The 


total abstinence of the Essenes Joes not affect the question. Their tenets 
were, in many respects, not strictly Jewish. They were extremists, too, pure and 
simple. They would not eat meat, for example. What the Talmud thinks 
of teetotalism is abundantly evident from the interpretation of the Nazarite’s 
sin-offering which we have just quoted. In regard to this subject the views 
of the Rabbins may be said to have been identical with their opinions about 
fasting. In one and the same breath they call the man who gives himself up 
to fasting a righteous man and a sinner, They meant that such acts of self- 
mortification are commendable or blameworthy, according to the spirit 
in which they are performed. To fast in order to secure the moral and 
spiritual benefits which may result from such a self-denial is an act of piety. 
To fast in the idea that the voluntary endurance of mere physical pangs in 
itself constitutes a virtue, and commands the approval of Heaven, is a sin- 
ful act. The Rabbins had thus no sympathy with the mistaken piety of the 
self-tormentors of India. 

Nor would they have had more sympathy with modern teetotalers, unless 
it could have been conclusively proved that total abstinence is adopted as a 
remedy for a disease which cannot otherwise be cured. Herein lies the whole 


gist of the matter. Of total abstinence from any innocuous pleasure, of 


whatever kind, Judaism does not approve. But if a man cannot trust himself 
sufficiently to overcome his craving for drink by merely temperate habits, 
then Judaism and common-sense alike say that he is right to become a tee- 
totaler. But it cannot be denied that a large number, probably the largest 
number, of those who take the pledge are temperate already, They join the 
teetotal ranks, not because they have drunken habits to get rid of, but 
because they either have an unreasonable fear of contracting them, or because

prospect of being entitled to wear a strip of blue ribbon. This is a mental 
attitude against which Judaism has resolutely set itself. Rigid self-denial, 
it teaches, is a mistake and an evil when it has no motive, or has an inade- 
quate one, It holds that the pleasures of life, so Tong as they are not 
injurious in themselves, have been provided for men’s enjoyment, and that 
they ought to be entirely avoided only in those cases where abstinence is 
unquestionably desirable. At the same time it is the equally determined foe 
of excessive or illicit self-indulgence. If it does not inculcate the principles 
of the United Kingdom Alliance, it is the sworn enemy of drunkenness and 


vice of every kind, 


more numerous restrictions requiring the exercise of self-denial than any 


religion. It disapproves of aimless fasting ; but the Jewish Kalendar con- 
tains many fast-days, and Jewish law lays many restrictions on eating and 


drinking. 


[In regard to indulgence in the pleasures of the world Judaism may fairly | 


claim to have discovered the golden mean. The Jew is not made miserable 


by his religion, and yet he is constantly admonished to exercise self-restraint 


in satisfying his appetites. He has feast-days upon which he is bidden to 
rejoice, and which he honours with good cheer, and yet the sanctity of the 
occasion is never forgotten, His enjoyment does not degenerate into riot. 
His religion so far makes him a materialist that it allows him to indulge in 
the pleasures of life ; but its checks are strong enough to save him from the 
animalism which characterizes many a Christmas celebration, These checks 
are continually asserting themselves. They affect not merely the observance 
of the festivals, but the indulgence of every appetite. The Jew, from his 


earliest years, is exercised in the difficult task of self-restraint. There cannot 


be much doubt that this wholesome discipline has resulted in the strengthen- 
ing, if not in the creation, of the characteristic temperance which enables 
Jews to dispense with teetotal movements. If there are scarcely any Jewish 
drunkards and consequently no Jewish Blue-ribbonites, it is partly owing to 
the habit of self-control which has grown out of the general tendency of 
Jewish practice, Other causes have likewise been at work. There is an 
admitted connexion between drunkenness and miserable homes. Many a man 


fies to the publie-house as a refuge from his domestie surroundings. He — 


cannot, or will not, take a pride in his home, or his wife and children are a 
burden to him—mere symbols of his misfortune and wretchedness. The 
Jew, however poor he may be, is bound to his home by strong ties of affec- 
tion. It may be humble but there is truly no place like it in his eyes. It is 
never so miserable that he must needs escape from it. It has a sanctity for 
him, despite its shabbiness—a sanctity born of the religious ceremonial which 
Judaism has linked to it. As to his wife and children they are his pride and 
his joy. For sucha man the gin palace, with allits garish splendour, can have 
no attractions. He is glad to spend his season of rest in the midst of his family. 
He does not pass one half of his Sabbath in loafing outside the public- 
house and the other half in drinking inside it. Nor is Jewish sobriety alto- 
gether unconnected with the character of Jewish teaching. British 
drunkenness is sometimes attributed to the gloom of British skies ; it should 
rather be ascribed to the gloom of Puritan doctrine. Jews live under the 


Asceticism it does not countenance, but it embodies far 
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same skies, but still keep their temperate habits. Who can doubt that the | 


dismal pictures of everlasting torture with which the Church has for ages 
regaled the faithful have bred a melancholy from which drink has offered a 
too ready refuge ? The Calvinistic idea of Sunday-observance has also played 
its part in the generation of the national vice. The stern denial of reasonable 
facilities for enjoymenton the day of rest has resulted in forcing people into an 
injurious self-indulgence. Judaism, with its optimism both material and 
‘spiritual, has produced better results. It places this life and the life here- 
after in a cheerful light. There is joy to be found in the one even in con- 
junction with obedience to the law; in the other even the sinner may win bliss 
atlast. The Jew has had no need to drown in liquor the memory of what the Syna- 
goguehastaughthim. His Sabbath, too, he may enjoy without doing violence to 
his conscience. For him it is not a day of gloom andrigid self-denial to which 
the pleasures of the public-house by some strange irony form the sole excep- 
tion. He observes it rationally without going to the extreme either of asceti- 
cism or rough, inappropriate horseplay. And if there is one day in the week: 
more than another on which the Jew will not be found in the public-house 
it is Saturday. If, then, Jewish example offers any counsel on the drink 
question it is that the remedy for intemperance is to be sought in the 
eradication of its causes rather than in total abstinence. The latter is an 
artificial expedient which involves the drawback of depriving many persons 
of a pleasure and perhaps of a dietetic aid which they are in no danger of 
abusing. Take away every incentive to drunkenness and lose no opportunity 
of exhibiting the safety and the glory of moderation, and you will adopt the 
best means of promoting the cause of temperance. Teetotalism, however, 1s 


another thing which none but fanatics can love for its own sake. 


THE JEWS IN ROSSIA. 
[| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


ST. PETERSBURG, 15, 1884. 

General Baranow, the Governor of Nijni Novgorod, has thoroughly: fulfilled 
the expectations that were formed of him in Jewish circles, which will long 
remember with feelings of gratitude and respect, the humane disposition he enter- 
tained towards the Jews during the time he was Governor of Kowno, and again 
when he filled an analogous post in the capital itself, General Baranow has nobly 
done his duty. He has literally left nothiog undone on his part that could contri- 
bute towards removing the possibility of any such outbreaks against the 
Jews in the district under his jurisdiction as lately occurred in the Kunawino 
suburb of Nijni Novgorod, To his efforts we owe it that the ringleaders in the 
recent excesses have not, a3 was the case elsewhere, been summarily dealt with 
by Justices of the Peace, who punished the criminals but very slightly ; for in the 
present instance they will be tried by a Court Martial, and if found guilty, will be 
convicted as rebels. The number of prisoners, against whom charges of a more or 
less serious character has been entered, is 109; 46 of these, divided into three classes; 
have already undergone a preliminary examination and are now what you would 
term committed for trial. We have also to thank General Baranow for having 
muzzled the mouths of bellowing anti-Semitic orators. 

That such a measure has not yet become superfluous, is shown by the following 
account which reaches us from Smela. For some time previously a report was 
current in the place that anti-Jewish riots ona large scale had been arranged for 
the 27th June, Thanks, however, to the timely action of the local police, the dis- 
turbances were prevented, but, as now appears, they were not abandoned, but post- 
poned toa more opportune period ; for recently the following incident occurred, <A 
Jew bought a basket of berries from a peasant woman, and after having paid her 
was about to take his departure with his purchase, when he was felled to the ground 
bya heavy blow which stunned him forafew moments. When he: recovered hig 
senses and rose for the purpose of retorting in kind on his assailant, he saw the 
woman, to his no slight astonishment, throw herself down. Ina minute a crowd 
of about sixty to seventy persons collected around her, exclaiming, “A Jew has 
beaten cne of usand we stand idly by.” This cry served its purpose. Immediately 
the air was rent with wild shouts of “ flay the cursed Jews,’ and the ruffians were 
preparing to carry their threat intoexecution, when, fortunately, the police appeared 
on the scene, and at onse grasping the situation, the guardians of the law made 


strenuous exertions to disperse the mob, which they only succeeded in doing with, 


considerable difficulty. The woman who had been the cause of all this mischief 

and who Jay rotionless on the ground,as though she were dead, revived in an almost 
miraculous manner, as soon as the police arrived. She rose up quickly and was 
about to beat a hasty retreat, when she was firmly secured by the police. It is true 
she pretended that she had been severely injured on the breast, but her injuries could. 
not have been great, for no sooner was she released a few hours later, than she 


did not prevent the spreading of a rumour that the Jews had murdered a woman in 
the public streets—a rumour, the truth of which is still believed in. That we have 
had to do here with a regularly rehearsed programme, there cannot be the slightest 
doubt. Baffled in their attempt to bring about anti-Jewirh excesses, the agitators 
have diverted their plot into another channel, that of incendiarism, for twice 
recently has Smela been visited by disastrous fires, More successful than at Smela 
was a disturbance which broke out at Dembrowitz, on the 5th of this month, when 
a body of labourers, employed on the Pinsk Railway, attacked and plundered a 
number of Jewish shops. The local police were utterly powerless either to disperse

Within recent days the following fresh “evil decrees’ have been issued I 
the first place, the Minister of Instruction has published acirular, which states that 
henceforth the children of Jewish parents, who have no right to reside outside the 
area of settlement, will not be permitted to frequent the elementary and intermedi. 
ate schools beyond that area, as has hitherto been the case owing to the Want of 
sufficient schools in the zone of settlement itself. This prohibition wi}] affect 
many thousands of our children. Secondly, Jews from Courland have been depriveg 
of the right, which they have till now enjoyed, of residing outside the Jewish area 
of settlement, Thirdly, clerks to mer. hants of the First Guild will henceforth only 
be allowed to live in St, Petersburg, on condition that that they are the holders 
of business certificates, The acquisition of these certificates not alone entails con. 
siderable expense, but is further beset with great difficulties, for they can only te 
obtained twice a year on fixed days, A large number of Jewish clerks will, conse. 
quently, be expelled from this city. Finally the Governor of Grodno, in the 
exercise of his arbitrariness, has forbidden the Jews to make use of the Hebrew 
language, even for the purposes of prayer. Such acts as those I have just enume. 
rated speak for themselves, and need no comment. 

At the moment of closing this letter, I hear of a serious anti-Jewish outbreak at 
Rowno (in the Government of Wolhynia). The details have not yet come to hand, 
but I hope to be able to communicate them in my next letter. 


ST. PETERSBURG, AUG. 21, 183}, 

The latest circular of the Minister of Education respecting the non-admission 
into schools, outside the area of the Jewish settlement, of children of Jewish parents 
dwelling within that area, and not permitted to reside beyond it, is already making 
its destructive power felt, and to a far wider extent than even its author ever 
dreamt, Altogether apart from the circumstance that this circular—although 
those who are responsible for it may urge that it has no anti-Semitic tendency— 
has made its appearance ata most inopportune moment, when popular passions 
are once more aroused against the Jews, when now here, now there, anti-Jewish 
excesses are again becoming the order of the day, and when incendiaries are re. 
ducing toashes one Jewish settlement after the other; apart also from the fact 
that the circular is in so far damaging as to counteract and even paralyse the up- 
right disposition of the Minister ofthe Interior,and thus to play into the hands of 
anti-Semitic agitators with whom that just Minister is waging open war, the rescript 
will further have the effect of closing the doors of educational establishments to 
thousands of Jewish children, who are hungering for proper instruction. But the 
Educational Department is not satisfied with forbidding Jewish children who, 
owing tothe paucity of schoo!s in the area of settlement, would have been sent to 
schools outside the region, from attending such schools ; it is even excluding children 
of Jews .who enjoy the privilege of residing in St. Petersburg from frequenting 
schools, and on the following grounds. In the certificace granting the right of resi- 
dence, a fixed date is given until when the holder is permitted todwell here, The 
question now arises what is to become of the holders at the expiration of the stipu- 
lated period, Possibly the permits may not be re.ewed, and in this case how can 


the children of Jewish persons whose licenses have expired be allowed to remain at | 


school? On this account it is intended not to admit any such children at all, In- 
stances have already come under my notice of children of merchants belonging to 
the First Guild and of their clerks, as also those of artisans, having been expelled 


from the scholastic institutions which they have frequented. In one case a highly | 


respected Jewish merchant of the First Guild was asked to produce a pass, showing 
that he still had the right of residence in this city during the eight years that his son 
would have to study at the Gymnasium, This demand could naturally not be acted 
upon, Should the circular in que-tion be everywhere applied in this rigorous 
manner, it will have the result of forcing the Jews back into the overstocked towns 
in the area of settlement, where if not all, at least many of their children can ba 
admitted into the public schools. For this reason it is believed that M. Deljanoff, 
the Minister of Education, who has hitherto been known a3 a most humane and 
upright man, will giv> a different interpretation to his decree, and will not lend his 
hand to oppressing the Jews, whom he has always trea‘ed very favourably, more 
harshly than did an Ignatieff with his circulars and “ temporary regulations.’ To 
allow our children to remain uneducated, to condemn them to ignorance, this no 
Jew could endure. He would by far prefer to take up his travelling staff and go 
forth into the wide, wide world, or, as I have just remarked, to return to the area 


fsettle ment, the towns of which are already choke full with Jewish inhabitants. 


The recent restrictions placed on the admission of Jews into Turkey and America 
will not favour the prospects of emigration to foreign countries. 

The police in St. Petersburg, as a diversion from hunting down traitors to the 
State, are engagec in sacrificing many victims to their auti-Jewish fanaticism. Their 
latest pastime has been to take away the passes from several Jewish musicians, who 


_up till now have been employed, without official molestation, in various musical 


establishments, and to expel them from the city. The police have dealt in a similar 
manner with a few young Jewish artis‘s, who this year completed their course of 
studies at the Imperial Conservatorium, and obtained engagements in our opera 
houees and orchestras, The example set by our police has influenced their colleagues 
at Moscow, who had lately given the Jews no cause for complaint, Within the past 
few days, however, they have made nocturnal raids on houses in the Saradja, the Jewish 
quarter of Moscow, which have resulted in the expulsion of many families from 
that city. The panic prevailing among the Jews in Moscow is all but indescribable. 
Under these circumstances it is no wonder that the anti-Semitic hydra 1s again 
raising its head, and has provoked excesses in several provinces. Regarding ye 
disturbances at Rowno, of which I had hoped to send you particulars, 20 details 
have been made known, On the other hand, more or less detailed accounts have 
been published concerning riots in other towns, such as for instance at Jekaterinos° 
law, where, since the excesses of last year, a troop of one hundred Cossacks kept 
guard, which, however, was very recently withdrawn in consequence of the yer

‘The essays bear naturally on Jewish literature, but are of the 
greatest variety, Dr. Steinschneider, ofjBerlin, writes on the metaphysics of Aris- 
totle amongst the Jews. Dr, Rosin’s essay is a contribution on the exegesis of the 
Old Testament, which may. prove useful for Dr. lParrar’s forthcoming Bampton Lec- 
tures at Oxford. Signor Marco Mortara, Rab»i at Mantua, has an essay with the 
title * La Genesi e la Scienza: Note sull O:iginee sull’ kta dell’ Uomo.” Dr, N, 
Brill, of Frankfort, Dr. Giidemann, of Vienna, Herr Schorr, of Brody (Galicia), 
and M. J. Derenbourg, of Paris, contribute to the Talmudical literature : the last 
gives a specimen of Maimonides’s Arabic text of the commentary on the Mishnah, 
the complete text, of which will appear under his editorship.

THE HARKAVY MANUSCRIPTS. 
In a review in the Atheneum, evidently written by Dr. Neubauer, he sup- 


ports the opinion that the Harkavy MSS. are genuine by the following observa- 
tions ; 


In order to dispel at once the idea that these fragments might contain for- 


geries stimulated by the great fame of the Shapira tablets, we may mention that 


we had that part of the fragments which contains the Lamentations in our hands as 
fur back as the summer of 1882, when there was no question as yet about the famous 


Shapira Deuteronomy. We observed then the strange characters in which the . 


scroll was written, as well as the peculiarity that the words are not separated, and 
the total absence of the five final letters. We also read the elegy at the end with 
the acrostic of Jacob ben Isaac. In order not to heap mystery upon mystery, we 
shall state that the scroll was at that time offered to Baron David de Giinzburg, in 
whose house we saw it, and who intended to write an article on it ; it was there- 
fore our duty not to forestall him by making known the discovery, even partially, 
tothe public. We were fortunate enough again to see all the fragmenta last April, 
owing to the kindness of Dr, Harkavy, and we were then led to consider them 
genuine. But without having examined them thoroughly, an opinion on the age of 
the writing and the country to which they belong would have been premature, and 


} even unjustified. 


Dr. Harkavy’s essay, with the appended photographs of five columns, fur- 
nishes all the necessary means for investigation. He himself does not pronounce a 
categorical opinion, but inclines to regard the fragments as genuine, He weighs 


carefully the pros and the contras,and awaits modestly the judgment of Semitic — 


paleographers, Had the author of the elegy, Jacob ben Isaac, been known in 
Jewish literature as a liturgist, we should at once have had an argument for the 
genuineness of the fragments, as the fact would show that the scroll had teen used 
in the synagogue on the ninth of Ab, the day of the destruction of Jerusalem ; but 
he is not known, and Jacob ben Isaac could bean invention of the forger, who 
called the Biblical names to his help. But, on the other hand, we shall have to ask 
ourselves what advantage a clever forger—for clever he must have been if he in- 
vented these strange characters, which he and his collabosators have kept so uni- 
form—could expect. from fragments which are partly obliterated, as well as undated, 
and written in Hebrew characters after all. Shapira employed characters of the 
-Moabite stone and of the Siloam inscription mixed up with Phoenician characters in 
order to wake his text of the eighth century B.c. Firkovitz altered the dates of 
the Crimean tombstones and falsified colophons, in which he introduced interesting 
historical data. The present fragments have neither dates nor.colophons. Shapira 
fabricated a new text, clamsy enough to be rejected after a brief inspection, 
and Firkovitz introduced variations in his Biblical MSS. which agreed either with 


the Septuagint or the Samaritan text of the Pentateuch. The present fragments 
have the current text of a part of the minor prophets, of the book of 


Esther, of the Lamentations and of Daniel, The variations, so far as they are com- 
municated by Dr. Harkavy, from the Lamentations are slight, and are not based on 
any version. Words are omitted in Malachi which do not alter the sense. The only 
suspicious variant is in Esther ii., 21, where the fragments have for the passage : 
‘In those days, while Mordecai sat in the king’s gate, two of the king’s chamber- 
lains, Bigthan and Teresh, of those which kept the door, were wroth and thought 


to lay hand,” the following, ‘* And it was, when Bigthan and Teresh, two of the 


king's chamberlains, of those which kept the door, saw that she (Esther) stayed to 


return from the :econd house of the women (ii., 14), they thought to lay hands,” © 


(Ifere the copyist or forger makes a grammatical mistake ; he writes 72wW, “ to 
return,” for 2\W2) This variation, as Dr, Harkavy rightly states, might have 
occurred to the copyist (who wrote from memory probably) owing to the explana- 
tion given in the Talmud of this verse. Curious as this alteration is, it would not 
have repaid a forger for his trouble and time, Besides, as Dr. Harkavy very justly 
remarks, the owners did not go with their treasure to great libraries, and did not 
proclaim it in the papers, but modestly showed it to one or two Jewish scholars in 
order to have their opinion, We shall add another argument on behalf of the 
genuine character of the fragments. Not only are they written in Hebrew charac- 
ters, but even in an unknown cursive character derived from the square Hebrew, 
Dr, Harkavy is of a contrary opinion. He says that the letters employed in the 
fragments have nothing to do with the square characters, and if so they would be 
very old, We, however, believe that the cursive rather resenibles the cursive cha- 
racters employed by the Jews in Greek-speaking countries, as can be judged from 
the form of aleph, and that it is a cursive of the eleventh century, perhaps employed 


by the Jews in the Khazar ccuntry. Anyhow, it does not occur in any MS, of the 


Middle Ages which contains cursive Hebrew written by Jews in France, Germany, 


Spain, Portugal, Syria, and Palestine, or even Rhodes ; for we possess a MS. written ~ 


in Rhodes about 1420, which is to be found in the Bodleian Library. That the MS, 
could have come to Rhodes, even if written near the Caspian Sea, is not astonishing 
‘at all; the British Museum has secured, for instance, lately a MS. written at Lisbon 
which had found its way to Bokhara, As to the peculiarity of the words not being 
separated and the final letters not being employed, it can only be explained on the 
hy pothesis that the Jewish communities where these fragments were composed were 
not instructed enough to observe the new rules of the scribes, especially when 
writing for teaching in the school, for which purpose these fragments might have 
been .made, |

Wehlau (East Prussia) having been stolen, the crime wasimputed to the Jews, several 
of whom were arrested. An attack upon the property and even lives of the Jewish 


residents was imminent, when the actual kidnapper was discovered and turned out — 


to be a Christian peasant, who at first alleged that he had stolen the child out of 
fun, but later on admitted that his object was to cast suspicion on the Jews. 


“HULL IN ANCIENT TiMEs,”—Under the title of ‘‘Hull in ye Olde Times,” Mr, 
Alderman Symons, M.R.I.A., has republished a very interesting lecture he recentl 
delivered, together with a series of letters and a descrip'ion of the Hull White 
Friars’ Monastry. Alderman Symons is well known as an authority upon the 
archeology of Hull, and the pamphlet before us bears evidence to his patient 
research, In the description of the White Friars, extracted from what are known 
as the Johnson MSS., the following curious sentence occurs, and evidently refers 
to the custom of the Jews to eat an egg after the burial of a relative—the egg 
being chosen as an emblem of immortality, ‘“ There was also found [near some 
human remains in the old monastery] the shell of an egg without any of 
its inward portion, and which must have been extracted from a very small open- 
ing—no bigger than could be made witha pin . . . . General Barnborough 
acquainted my father that the ancient Jews used to be very bigoted and very 
superstitious in considering an egg the emblem of the world, and that they always 
on the decease of one of their relations took out the inside of an egg to show the 
departure of the spirit, and then buried the shell in an urn as an emblem of immor- 
tality, but more as one of their ceremonies of purification.”

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THE JEWISH QUARTER AT PRAGUE, 


A correspondent of the Archives Israélites, who recently made a tour in 
Bohemia, gives in the following account his impressions of the Jewish quarter at 


Prague, and records several incidents in its past history. 


Tire Judenstadt was formerly inhabited exclusively by Jews, who now 
pulation of 180,000. At the present day one-half of 
the inhabitants of the Judenstadt consists of poor Christians ; it has, therefore, 
: In olden times the Jews of 
Prague governed themselves and had their own authorities. Their Council Hall, 
situated in the centre of the quarter, is a very ancient monument in which, even 
nowadays, a registration office for Jewish births, marriages, and deaths is kept 


number 20,000, in a total 
since 1850, been likewise termed Josephstadt. 


under the direction of a delegation of the municipal authorities. On one of the 


facades of this building may be seen a clock, with two dials, one of which indi- 
cates the hours in Hebrew characters, with the hand turning from right to left. 


From the top of the tower an excellent view is afforded of the entire quarter. 


The Jews have nine principal synagogues, of which the most curious is that 
known as the Altneuschule, dating from the commencement of the thirteenth 
century. Its style is Gothic, rising skywards in the form of a triangle. It 1s a 
mass of strange and sombre stone. Access to this relic of the past can only be 
gained through narrow streets, which must be traversed on foot. On one of the 


outer sides of the synagogue is a large bath, in which it is supposed that the 
Jews performed their ablutions on Fridays before the commencement of 
the Sabbath. In the interior, suspended from one of the arches, is a large flag, 
which was given to the Jews by the Emperor Ferdinand, in recognition of their 
bravery during the defence of Prague against the Swedes, in 1648. There are, 
likewise, thirteen minor synagogues, which are nothing more than obscure rooms, 
serving as meeting-places for daily prayer, and nearly all situated on the 


ground floor.or in the basement of houses. The usual educational and charitable | 


institutions, such as schools, asylums for orphans and the aged, and hospitals for 
the sick, abound in this locality. : | 

In the midst of the quarter, between narrow lanes and old houses, not far 
from the Altneuschule, stands the old Jewish cemetery. It is an immense field 
of repose, where are interred, it is said, five generations, lying one above the 


~ other. Thousands of tombstones blackened by age, covered with moss and sur- 


rounded by brambles, and numerous tall trees, which in certain parts still cover 
the narrow pathways, such is the picture which is presented to the gaze of the 
visitor. These tombstones, all of them fixed perpendicularly, except those cover- 
ing the remains of rabbis and learned doctors, which are placed in a horizontal 
position, dite from very remote periods. They bear Hebrew inscriptions, inlaid 
and forthe most part well preserved, the letters having doubtless been cut 
deep into the stone by able and conscientious artificers, who devoted the utmost 
care to their work, in order that it imight not easily be destroyed by time. On 
the greater number are engraved the characteristic sign of the tribe to which the 
deceased belonged ; an urnor a vase for the tribe of Levi, two hands with the 
fingers parted for that of the Cohanim, &ce. The figures of bears, harts, and lions 
did service for members of the families of Beer, Hirsch, and Loewe. 

There are about 550 houses in the Judenstadt, the majority of which are 
inhabited by the lower middle and poorer classes. The wealthy Jewish families 
who hold high positions in finance, commerce, and industry, own and inhabit 
handsome mansions in every part of the city. 


THE GREELY EXPEDITION.—The remains of Sergt. Edward Israel, one of the 
Greely expedition, arrived at Kalamazoo, Mich.. where his mother resides, on the 
llth inst. Three thousand people awaited the arrival of the body at the railway 
station, The Mayorand Common Council of the city and county and officers of 
“ Mishon’”’ Lodge of the “* Beni Berith ’ Order, were drawn ina double line from 
the express car to the hearse, and through this line, while the multitude stood with 
uncovered heads, the heavy iron shell containing the remains was taken and placed 
in the hearse. A procession was then formed, headed by the police anda detach- 
ment from the fire Cepartment, followed by the city officials in carriages, the “ Beni 


' Berith ’ Order, and Turn Verein on foot ; then the hearse surrounded by a guard of 
honour, consisting of eight of his former friends. with whom he had been a elass- 


mate at Ann Harbor. The procession was closed bya large number of carriages 
containing citizens, In this order they moved to the residence of his mother on 
West Main Street, every place of! business being clused and all flags displayed at 
half-mast. After the remains had been taken into the house the procession dis- 


banded and left all that remained of her loved son with his widowed mother, only, 


however, for about two hours, for at four o’clock the general public were admitted 
to the house and the funeral service was proceeded with. The spacious mansion 
was crowded to its utmost capacity, and after at least a thousand persons had passed 
through the west parlor, where the coffin lay, covered partly with a black pall, and 
surrounded by a profusion of choice flowers, those in charge had to stop any more 
coming into the building, although the lawn and street were crowded. The coffin 
had upon it a silver plate bearing the inscriptien “E. Israel, Sergeant, Signal 
Service, died May 27, 1884, aged 25 years.’”’ The services were conducted by the Rev. 
Ignatz Mueller, of Cincinnati, Hon. Foster Pratt, on behalf of the city, presented a 
series of resolutions adopted by the Council, and also pronounced a eulogy upon the 
character of Edward Israel. The Rev. Mr. Mueller a!so delivered an address, The 
remains were then taken to Mount Home Cemetery, followed ty a large concourse, 
and buried in the congration’s lot, The funeral was conducted quietly and without 
any bands of music in deference to the wishes of h‘s mother who is much respected. 


SUNDERLAND.—The annual distribution of prizes at the Sunderland Hebrew 
Congregational School was held on Sunday last, Mr, E. Wolfe, Chairman of the 
school, presiding. The prizes were distributed by Mr, E. Fryde, President of the 
congregation, and a large company attended, including the Rev, M. L. Harris, head 
master, Messrs. J. Gallewski, J, Aaronson, S. Olswang, I. Frieman, and others. The 
Rev. M. L. Harris stated that when in May, 1883, he opened the school he found 
only about 30 pupils on the register. 
number was 73. Mr. Fryde also a‘dressed the meeting, after which he distributed 
the prizes, addressing a few appropriate words to each recipient. A vote of thanks 
to the master, the Rev. M..L. Harris, was then proposed by Mr. J. Gallewski, and 


seconded by Mr. J. Olswang, and unanimously awarded for the able manner in 
which the school was conducted.—Mr. Harris, in returning thanks, said that he 
hoped to see the time when Jew and Christian would meet, not as brethren of dif- 
ferent faiths, but as brethren, sons of the same soil, toiling for each other’s advance- 
ment, He also hoped to see the congregation go on prospering, and the time when 
it would be in a position to build an elementary school, so that all branches of edu- 
cation might be taught under one roof, Votes of thanks to Mr, Frsde, the Chair-

MONTENEGRO.—The 7elegraphe of Constantinople mentions that the Govern- 
ment of Montenegro has invited Jews in Bulgaria to settle in that principality. 
At present so far as is known, not a single Jew lives in Montenegro, There is said 
to be plenty of scope for a number of active andindustrious Jews, whose settlement 
would materially develop the prosperity of the country, since the Blak 
Mountaineers gain their living more by the sword and by hunting than by indus- 
trious pursuits. | 


A JEWISH TRAVELLER IN THE SOUDAN.—An interesting brochure has been 
published at Cairo under the title of ** Osman Digna chez lui’ (Le Caire, I8s4), 
Its author is Signor Guido Levi, a native of Trieste, who describes in his little work 
his journey through Egypt to the camp of the rebels in the Soudan, his sojourn 
with Osman Digna, the Mahdi's Lieutenant, in that camp, and his ultimate flight 
therefrom.

THE SHECHITA QUESTION IN SWITZERLAND.—The action of the magistrates 
of Aarwangen,in forbidding the slaughtering of animals by Jews according t0 
their religious rites, has attracted considerable attention ; but the example thus set 
has, in spite of the demands of the press, not been followed except at Burgdorf. In 
several of the Swiss Cantons, similar prohibitions have from time to time been pro- 
mulgated. The last occasion when this occurred, was about ten years ago at St. Gall, 
but the Jews who saw in the action of the Municipal Council an unwarranted attack 
upon their religious observances, appealed to the Federal Council, which, on the 
basis of Article 49 of the Constitution, allowed the appeal.
